SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 7.—The Arizo- 
na anti-alien employment act, adopted 
by the people of the State at the No- 
vember election as an initiative meas- 
ure, was declared unconstitutional, null 


and void her today by a special court of 
three Federal Judges. 


Diplomats at Washington Deeply In- 
terested in Decison. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—News that 
the Arizona anti-alien employment law 
had been declared unconstitutional and 
void by three United States Circuit 
Judges, sitting as a Federal District 
Court at San Francisco, was received 
with deep interest among diplomatists 
here today, especially at the British and 
Italian embassies, which protested 
against it, and notably at the Japanese 
embassy. Japan had not protested but 
Viscount Chinda, the Japanese Ambas- 
sador, called at the State Department 
and asked for information of the pro- 
ceeding. The decision, of course, is open 

for appeal to the Supreme Court. 

President Wilson has contended that 
each case of alleged violation of treaty 
rights of foreigners should be tested out 
on its merits. 


Means of safeguarding treaty rights of 
aliens in the United States in connection 
with state legislation, such as the Ari- 
gona and the California anti-alien laws, 
were discussed by President Wilson to- 
day with George Foster Peabody of New 
York, representing a committee of the 
New York Peace Society, of which for- 
mer President Taft is chairman. 2 

The committee wants to outline Fed- 
eral legislation which would prevent 
states from passing laws interfering 
with treaties between the United States 
and other nations. Peabody sought to 
get the FPresident’s views on the subject 
for submission to his committee. The 
President recently stated that he did not 
know of any proper Federal legislation 
which could be passed on the subject 
and that each case of alleged violation 
of treaty rights of aliens in the United 
States would have to be worked out on

U.S. CANNOT 


INQUIRE. INTO 
DUMDUM CHARGE 


Bernstorff Is Told President, 
However, Will Try to Stop 
Forbidden Shipments. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Secretary 
Bryan today informed Count Bernstorff, 


the German Ambassador, that the Unit- 
ed States, in maintaining strict neutral- 
ity, must refrain from officially investi- 
gating or commenting upon charges that 
dumdum bullets were being furnished 
from this country to the allies. 

Secretary Bryan told the Ambassa- 
dor, however, that if-he could furnish 
proof that forbidden war materials were 
being shipped by American firms Prest- 
dent Wilson would use his influence to 
stop the traffic qithout involving legal 
or international questions. 

In a letter to Count Barnstorf, Secre- 
tary Bryan referred to denials of Amer- 
ican manufacturers of the charge that 
dumdum bullets and riot guns were be- 
ing furnished to the allies. The letter 
follows: 

“T have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your note of the Sth ultimo, 
calling attention to ‘fresh violations of 
the Geneva convention as well as of 
setcion 2, article 200, of The Hague con- 
vention of July 29, 1899, by the British 
Government,’ in the use of dumdum 
bullets. 


Cannot Investigate Cha 
“TIT can assure Your Hxcellency. that I 


am not unmindful of the spirifin which 
you bring to the attention of this Gov-~- 
ernment the improper practices which 
are alleged to have occurred in the con- 
duct of the present war. But while this 
Government may take these statements 
and charges under consideration, it is, in 
its effort to maintain a strict neutrality 
in the present conflict, obliged to refrain 
from investigating their truthfulness or 
making any comment in regard to them. 

“The time will come, however, when 
the truth may be impartially deter- 
mined, and when the judgment of the 
wed will be passed upon the charges 
made by the various belligerents of vio- 
lations of the rules of civilized warfare. 

“Your Excellency also states that the 
British Government has ordered from 
the Winchester Repeating Arms Co. 20,- 
000 ‘riot guns,’ model 1897, and 50,000,000 
‘buckshot cartridges’ for use in such 
guns. This department saw a published 
statement of the Winchester company, 
the correctness of which the company 


egraph. In this statement the company 
categorically denies that it has received 
an order for such guns and cartridges 
from, or made any sale of such ma- 
terial, to the British Government, or to 
any other Government engaged in the 
present war. 

“Your Excellency further calls atten- 
tion to ‘information, the aecuracy of 
which is not to be doubted,’ that 8,000,- 
000 cartridges fitted with ‘mushroom 
bullets’ have been delivered since Octo- 
ber of this year by the Union Metallic 
Cartridge Co. for the armament of the 
English army. 


Cites Manufacturer’s Letter. 
“In reply I have the honor to refer to 


the letter of Dec. 10, 1914, of the Reming; 
ton Arms-Union Metallic Cartridge Co. 
of New York to Your Excellency, called 
forth by certain newspaper reports of 
statements alleged to have been made 
by you in regard to the sale by that 
company of soft-nosed bullets. .From 
this letter, a copy of which was sent to 
this department by the company, it ap- 
pears that, instead of 8,000,000 cartridges 
having been sold, only a little over 117,- 
000 were manufactured and 109,000 were 
sold. The latter further asserts that 
these cartridges were made to supply a 
demand for a better sporting cartridge 
with a soft-nosed bullet than had been 
manufactured theretofore and that such 
cartridges cannot be used in the military 
rifle of any foreign Power. ‘The com- 
pany adds that its statement can be 
substantiated and that it is ready to 
give you any evidence that you may 
require on these points. 

“The department is now in receipt 
from the company of a complete de- 
tailed list of the persons to whom these

appears that the cartridges were sold to 
firms in lots of 20 to 2000 and one lot 
each of 3000, 4000, 5000.

OT |BRITAIN'S REPLY 
10 U. §, PROTEST 
CONCILIATORY 


She Is Said to Be Disposed to 
Do Everything Possible to 
Aid Trade. 


By Associated Press 

LONDON, Jan. 7.~—The reply of Great 
Britain to the American note regarding 
intereference with American shipping, 
it is said in well-informed quarters, 1s 
wholly conciliatory and shows a dispo- 
sition to do everything within reasor: 
to avert delay to American shipping at 
a time when freight rates are high and 
consequently loss of time is costly to 
ship owners. 

England wishes to do everything ‘in its 
power consistent with the proper safe- 
guarding of the interests of the allies 
to facilitate world. trade and stimulate 
commerce, paralyzed as it is by war 
conditions. Consequently, it is declared, 
there is no disposition on the part of 
England to protest against the pur- 
chase of German vessels by Americans 
where the sales are genuine and the 
ships are not used so as to avoid what 
might reasonably be called the conse- 
quences of belligerency. 

The use of transferred German ships 
in the cotton trade with Germany prob- 
ably would call forth objections from 
the allies, although cotton is not con- 
traband, because the allies, it is said, 
would regard such a use as a round- 
about mieans of escaping the effects of 
the war. 

At any rate objection is not likely to 
come until ships are actually transferred 
and their prospective use is clearly in- 
dicated. It is probable that the allies 
will take the position that sale money 
Shall be held until the close of the war 
as a guarantee that it will not be of 
assistance to belligerents. 

An assurance that German ships pur- 
chased by the United States or its cit- 
izens would engage in the South Amer- 
ican trade only probably would satisfy 
the allies and prevent any formal objec- 
tion as a stimulation of the trade with 
South America is greatly desired by all 
the allies. 

While it is pointed out that the sale 

of German ships in New York harbor 
to the American Government or its citi- 
zens would inevitably relieve German 
citizens of the heavy expense of main- 
tenance and insurance, undoubtedly con- 
sequences of war within the meaning of 
international practice, still. Bngland 
probably would be willing to waive ob- 
jections on this point were the vessels to 
enter trade in no way beneficial to Ger- 
many, Austria or Turkey. 
The British response to the Americar 
rote has been drafted ind will be con- 
sidered by the cabinet today. It will 
be presented to Washington before the 
end of the week. 

There will in reality be two notes

situation, replying to America’s repre- 
sentations. in generalities and broadly 
cutlining the British position as well as 
expressing England’s friendly feelings 
and her appreciation fcr the friendly 
spirit of the American note. This wiil 
be followed by a further note, which 
will take up the problem in greater 
cetail, probably making suggestions fo: 
@ solution of the cargoes question.

SPLIT GERMANS. IN TWO - 
AFTER CROSSING AISNE 


Slightly More Vigorous 


Offensive in Geptexibie 


Would Have Compelled Further Retreat, 
Correspondent Visiting Germans Learns 


Correspondence of the Associated Press, 

A TOWN ON THE AISNE, France, 
Dec. 15.—A little battle graveyard by 
the roadside, with only half a dozen 
soldier graves with wocden crosses, 
marks the high-water point reached by 
the British in the battle of the Aisne 
in mid-September. It lies near the Che- 
min des Dames (road of the Ladies), 
which roughly parallels the Aisne three 
or four milés north of the river and 
only a short distance from the battered 
sugar factory of Troyon, for which 
the Royal Sussex Regiment, the King’s 
Royal Rifles and the Royal North Lan- 

cashire Regiment paid so heavy a price 
in the battle of Sept. 15. 

Field Marshal Sir John French renis- 
ters the names-in his report of Oct. 8, 
in which he tells how the British 
forces, following up the retirement of 
the Germans from the Marne line, 
crossed the Aisne east of Soissons and 
fought their way to the top of the ridge 
of hills on the north bank, where they 
were checked and held by the German 
troops. 

Might Have Split Armies. 

This was three.months ago; the Ger- 
mans later drove the allies from the 
hills almost to the river and now hold 
the ground in strong force, entrenche4 
to the eyes. There is therefofe no har: 
in revealing what Sir John may nct 
have known, that a dangerous gap had, 
been opened between twe of the retiring 
German armies at this point, that by 
a slightly more vigorous offensive he 
might have thrust the British forces 
into the opening and split the German 
ermy in two; that it was the German 
army corps, of which the corresponden- 
of the Associated Press is now the guest. 
which arrived only in time to close the 
hole and enable the German armies t% 
stand on the line of the Aisne instead 
of continuing their retreat to some other 
line farther north. 


over the crest of the ridge and the 
Germans had a doubly difficult task to 
fight their way up the steep mountain 
slupe of the range and re-establish their 
broken line. 

The ground over which the battle then 
swayed is now @ labyrinth of approach 
trenches, zig-sags and parallels, mark- 
ing the successive stages by which the 
German troops sapped and fought their 
way forward to their present lines. They 
now hold the greater part of the south- 
ern slope, The allies’ lines, now occu- 
wpied by the French instead of the En-jo 
glish. are in the lowlands of the val- 
ley. All. the high points on this side of 
the river are held by the Germans, 60 
that the French have no observation 
points from which to direct the fire of 
their artillery. They can only fire blind- 
ly over the ridge at points where they 
suspect the presence of German bat- 
teries or infantry supports, notably at a 
little village called Cerny, which is now 
as picturesque a heap of ruins as can 
ve found along the whole Aisne front. 

Village Safe at Noon. 

In the noon lunchéon hour during 
which the Frtnch artillery is usually 
silent a visit was paid in reasonable 
security to the village. During the rest 
of the day and night shelis are drop- 
ping in it at intervals. Particular at- 
tention is paid to the village well, th 
assumption probably being that the 
Germans come there for water, and 
although the French artillery practice 
is not so good as was that of the Brit- 
ish, German officers discourage their 
men’ from the use of that spring. 

Half a mile away in a sheltered spot 
in the valley, within a radius of 
yards, the correspondent counted 4 
fresh shell holes. ‘“‘The French guessed 
that one of our batteries might be in 
that spot,” said the artillery Lieutenant 
acting as guide, “and have just dropped 
a salvo of shells there.

“FACES BLACK, EYES FIXED” 


Windows Broken, Seats Torn 
Up; 700 Persons Affected; 
Eight Inquiries Started. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Burean of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—Eight investiga- 
tions into the subway fire and panic, of 
yesterday, In which a woman lost her 
life, about 200 men, women and children 
Were s0 badly injured they were treated 
at hospitals and about 500 others were 
bruised- or overcome by smoke and 
noxious fumes, are in progress today or 
will be started at once. 

Seventy-seven victims of the accident 
were still in hospitals today recovering 
from their injuries. Most of them were 
men, some were women who had been 
mauled in the stampede for the street. 

The accident, coming as it did at the 
beginning of the morning rush hour, 
put the entire subway system out of 
operation and resulted in one of thé 
worst traffic tieups in the history of 
the city. The quarter of a million people 
held by the subway rushed to elevated 
and surface lines.

Practically evéry ambu- 
lance in the city, dozens of automo- 
biles, every pulmotor and c#er similar 
lifesaving apparatus in the city was 
drawn to the scene. In all, 204 persons 
were treated at the hospitals, and fully 
500 as they lay on the sidewalk. The 
only fatality was that of Miss ‘Ellen 
Grady, aged 39, of 897 Crotona Parkway. 
In an autopsy performed this after- 
noon the Coroner's physician found that 
Miss Bllen O’Grady, the sole victim of 
the accident, died of asphyxiation by 
smoke. 

Two fire captains who reached the 
fire ahead of the Chief found the sub- 
way in darkness and only by the beams 
of their bulls-eyes were they able to 
locate the passengers whose cries they 
could hear. 

“I went underground at Fiftieth 
street,” said. Fire Chief Kenlon. ‘‘My 
first taste of the smoke that filled the 
tunnel told’ me we were up against a 
‘rough-house’ fire—one whose next kink 
can’t be foreseen. 

“I've tasted some bai fire in*my time, 
but never anything quite like this. Be- 
fore I had been in it very long my 
legs got beyond my ccntrol. Our sur- 
gcons tell me that is the result of ex- 
Faustion of oxygen.” 

The chief, after stumbling over the u.1- 
conscious motorman, went on to the 
stalled trains standing side by side. 


Four Cars of “Bodies.” 

“Four cars of these trains were 
filled with ‘bodies’,” he said, “I say 
*‘hodies’ because it wasn’t until some 
time afterward that any of us could 
know whether we dealt with dead or 
living. Im the light of our lanterns, 
it was hard te believe they still lived. 
“Their faces were blackened with 
smoke till I thought at first they 
were tiegroes.

“We quarreled’ and Lyman took the 
certificate away from me,”’ she said. 
“After that he would carry it in his 
shoe in the daytime and sleep on it at 
night. When we separated he tore it 
up. 

“Lyman’s mother 
from New York and lived with us at 
the Ashland avenue flat trom March 
last until,we separated. His mother did 
not seem to think I was good enough

Mrs. Grace Robbins said she heard 
that after the separation Robbins’ par- 
ents sent him away to college.

RNOR URGES 
n CONVICT FARM | 
IN HIS: MESSAGE 


State Executive Makes Rec- 
ommendation for 1000- 
Acre Tract and Rock Quar- 
ries in Connection With 
Problem of Abolishing 
Prison Contract Labor. 


TWO MEASURES FOR 
ECONOMY ADVOCATED 


Major in Person Addresses 
House and Senate in Joint 
Session on Reform in 
Judicial Procedure and 
Proposes Other Legislation 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 7.—The pur: 
chase of a 1000-acre farm in Callaway 
County to furnish employment for con- 
victs and provide rock quarries from 
which material for building good roads 
could be obtained was recommended by 
Gov. Major today in his biennial mes- 
sage to the Legislature, delivered in 
person before the House and Senate in 
joint session. 

The two houses met in joint session 
at 2 o’clock. Today is the first time a 
Governor’s message has been delivered 
in person before the Legislature. The 
galleries of the House chamber, in which 
the joint session was held, were crowd- 
ed! Nearly every member had a guest 
with him and the lobby back of the 
members’ seats was filled with persons 
standing. 

The Governor devoted a large part of 
his message to consideration of the 
problem of’ abolishing contract’ convict 
labor at the prison. On this subject, 
he said: 

“The last Legislature took initial 
steps looking to the solution of the 
question of the employment of the 2400 
men and women confined in the State 
Penitentiary. It proposed to abolish 
the contract system and _ substitute 
cther employment therefor. The bur- 
den of the change should not be made 
tc fall upon any one year, but should 
bo so arranged that the service the 
State now renders cause of popular 
education and its various educational 
and eleemosynary institutions should 
not suffer, and at the same time bring 
about the desired end of completely 
abolishing the contract system. The 
revenue received from the contractors 
is about $750,000 or $800,000 for cach bien- 
nial period. 3 

Cost of Proposed Change. 

“This makes the Penitentiary prac- 
tically self-sustaining. If the contract 
system is abolished completely at once, 
the reventies of the State will neces- 
sarily, for a time; be drawn upon for 
this sum of $800,000 to sustain the Peni- 
tentiary, which sum heretofore has been 
used along educational, eleemosynary 
and departmental lines. It will neces- 
sarily cost, at the lowest estimate, one- 
half million dollars to even start the 
equipment of plants sufficient to give 
employment to the convicts. 

“This money, too, must come from the 
general revenue fund. These enormous 
sums. cannot be taken from the rev- 
enues of a single year or biennial 
period. At the very earliest, it would 
take two ears to build and equip 
plants, and then the State would be 
in an experimental stage of the change, 
with little or no revenue flowing back 
from the Penitentiary. 

“This proposition must be met in a 
fair, epen, candid, business way. If the 
contract system is to be abolished at 
once, and the Legislature wishes to 
work all the convfets upon the roads of 
the State, then in such event the con- 
victs could be supported out of the good 
road fund. This fund is sufficient to 
support the Penitentiary, and if the en- 
tire labors of the convicts are to bé 
used upon the public roads free, this 
being a donation from the State fo- 
the construction and maintenance of 
good roads, then in such an event the 
good road fund, which arises from the 
automobile license law and stamp act, 
could be used to maintain and support 
the convicts while doing this free public 
road work. If only a portion of the 
convicts are to be used and worked 
upon the roads free, then whatever 
numbers are worked thereon could and 
should be supported from the good road 
fund. 

Distribution of Burden, 

“Again, if the Legislature determines 
to let the burden of the change fall 
upon a series of years, then, in such an 
event, the Legislature could provide for 
the building and equipping of one plant 
for the first period to manufacture 
such things as it may designate; and 
to then equip another plant for an- 
other purpose for the manufacture of 
other ‘things for the second agg and 
so on. 

“I would suggest, however, as the 
first step and for the first: period, that 
a farm of 1000 acres be purchased in 
across the river 
from and-directly opposite the peniten- 
tiary, and that the State purchase a fer- 
ryboat and ferry the necessary number 
of convicts to operate the farm over 
and back dajly: This farm should be 
used for the purposes of truck farm- 
ing, raising beans,« peas, corn, toma- 
toes, potatoes, cabbage, beets, greens 
and many other necessary things.” 

“The State should have a small can- 
ning plant on the farm and can the 
products, and if the supply is greater 
than is needed at the penitentiary, sell 
the surplus to other State institutions. 
The refuse or slop upon the farm and 
the penitentiary could be used to fatten 
hogs on the farm for consumption or 
sale. Here intensive farming can be 
conducted to a great profit, and employ 
two or three hundred men, many of 
whom might be men who, heretofore. 
have rendered no servi@ to the State 
by way of labor in the penitentiary.

Gasey Is Selected as Floor 
Leader in Upper House 
and Roney in Lower.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 7.—Deals 
made at the last minute last night be- 
tween the Major and the anti-Major 
forces in the Legislature tempered 
‘somewhat the fight in the caucuses of 
the Senate and House Democrats, but 


administration was was forced to ac 
cept Senator Michael EB. Casey of Kan- 
sas City for floor leader of the Senate. 
One of the active anti-Major Sena- 
tors said this morning that the deals 
did not carry with them any obdigu- 
tion om the part of the anti-Major or 
pro-Reed men and that there was no 
possible chance of the administration 
escaping strong opposition to many of 
its meaures, 

In the Senate Carter M: Buford was 
named President pro tem by acclama- 
tion and Casey was named floor leader 


a final realization by Casey that he 
could not be elected, and his withdraw- 
al from the race. Casey’s friends say 
the administration forces then offered 
to make him floor leader. 


Casey Election as Peace Offering. — 
The offer came after the Casey men 
had openly threatened if he was de- 
feated to block administration moves in 
every way within their power. 

They accept Casey’s selection as 
floor leader as a peace offering, which, 
they say, they are under no obliga- 
tion ta accept, and do not intend to 
accept. Casey has at all time said that 
he would not make terms wtih his op- 
ponents. 

In the House the deal was somewhat 
more involved. Thomas J. Roney of 
Webb City, an anti-administration man, 
was decided on at the last minute for- 
floor leader. Roney, nearly a year ago, 
became a candidate for Speaker. He 
dropped out of the race after a few 
months, and is known to have expressed 
the opinion that the administration’s 
part in the campaign for his opponent, 
James P. Boyd of Monroe County, was 
responsible for his failure to obtain 
enough votes to win. He is known to 
have been antagonistic to the admin- 
istration from that time. He is a “dry” 
and is acceptable to most of the admin- 
istration men. 

He did not enter the race for floor 
leader until Tuesday night. The admin- 
istration already was behind the candi- 
dacy of Drake Watson of Ralls County. 
Politicians who were on the inside of 
numerous conferences held between 
Tuesday night and last night said that 
when Roney entered the race the ad- 
ministration forces decided that it 
would be good policy to give him the 
floor leadership, hoping to overcome his 
antagonism to the administration. Ro- 
new was offered the floor leadership 
about two hours before the caucus was 
convened last night and agreed to ac- 
cept it. 


Watson Refused to Withdraw. 
The administration, however, ran 
against a snag when it attempted to get 
Watson to withdraw. e refused to get 
out of the race and told the administra- 
tion crowd that he could win in spite of 
their efforts to elect Roney. Roney 
and Watson’ went to the mat together, 
with Philip McCollum of 8t. Joseph a 
poor third. Roney won by a vote of 39 
to 8%. It had been expected that the 
deal which elected Roney would elimi- 
nate Robert L. Marrs «f Carthage, 
which is in the same county as Webb 
City, from the race for Chief Clerk of 
the House, it being unusual to select 
two men for important offices from the 
same county. 

Marrs, however, won on his record of 
efficiency as a Clerk in the last Legis- 
lature. He had four opponents—Harry 
G. Mallett of Bartos County, L. F. Far- 
tis of Wayne County, Edmond McWil- 
Hams of Clinton County and Grover 
Cleveland Huston of Lincoln County. 
Marrs took the lead on the first bal- 
lot, with Huston only two votes behind 
him. Three ballots were necessary to 
a choice, Marrs receiving 39'and Hus- 
ton 8 on the third ballot.

ROOSEVELT AS if 
b. 0. P. CANDIDATE 


Iilinoisan, a Republican Now, 
Says He Expects to Vote for 
‘Colonel in 1916. 


By a Staff Correspondent of tlie Post.

SPRINGFIELD, til., Jan. 7.—Medill 


McCormick, vice-chairman of the Pro- 
gressive National Committee and one of 
the two Progressives to be elected to 
the Legislature in Illinois, expects to 
cast his ballot in, 1916 for Theodore 
Roosevelt as candidate upon the Repub- 
lican ticket. McCormick has flopped 


'| directly into the Republican camp. The 


first announcement that he had joined 
with the Republicans for caucus upon 
the speakership left intimations that 
might be a temporary agreement. *Mo. 


Cormick, however, sald today that he 
is now a Republican. 

Before making his jump from the Pro- 
gressive party, McCormick had lunched 
with Roosevelt ut Oyster Bay and tn 
New York and had talked with him 
over the long distance telephone just 
prior to leaving the Progressive party. 
McCormick will not say that Roosevelt 
advised his action in returning to the 
Republican ranks, but he says he is 
upon the most friendly terms with the 
Colonel and the conferences in person 
and over telephone preceded his action. 

Offical Passing of Party. 
Politicians here, acquainted with de- 
tails of the Progressive movement, be- 
lieve that the action of McCormick, 
marks the official passing of the Pro- 
gressive party. MoCormick occupied 4 
peculiar position in the organization. 
While George W. Perkins was keeping 
more or less in the background and 
keeping his chéck book more or less 
open, while the Pinchot brothers and 
“Bill” Flynn and Gov. Johnson of Cal- 
ifornia were much in the foreground, 
McCormick was right alongside of Roose- 
velt all the time. 

McCormick said today that he had 
contributed about $20,000 directly toward 
the last Roosevelt campaign. He just 
smiled when asked what his other ex- 
penditures for the Progressive cause had 
been, but his friends say they pronanty 
exceeded $30,000, 

McCormick accompanied Roosevelt 
upon all his campaign trips. If it was 
found necessary to get a special train 
to meet an engagement, if additional 
automobiles were needed for the coun- 
tryside campaigning, if visitors had to 
be taken care of, McCormick was the 
man to see that all was provided. 
Hence hig friends believe that his return 
to the Republican party is of far greater 
significance than the jumps recently 
taken by other Progressive leaders. 


Still Expects to Vote for T. R. 

It was with great unwillingness that 
McCormick consented to discuss his ac- 
tion and its probable effect upon the 
Progressive party. He said that he pre- 
ferred to stand upon his announcemen: 
made in the Republican caucus. He 
added: 

“It was local conditions which finally 

forced my action, but I am satisfied. 
Col. Roosevelt has openly allied himse’f 
with a portion of the Republican party 
in New York. Pinchot has _ turned 
Democrat. There is quite a tendency 
among a number of Progressives tv 
turn to the Democratic party. 
‘Since I have joined the Republicans 
I have received a mass of telegrama 
from prominent Republicans throughout 
the country congratulating me upon tho 
stand taken. I still expect to vote 
for Col. Roosevelt for President in 
1916."" 

“Do you understand that Col. Roose- 

velt’ will again go into the primaries 
as a Republican and attempt to carry 
the direct primary states as he did in 
1912?”" McCormick was asked. 
He said he was not authorized ty 
speak in any way for Col. Roosevelt, 
but expressed the opinion that Roose- 
velt, if he so desires, will be able to 
control the direct primary states by a 
larger vote than before. 


Denies Break With Colonel. 
McCormick was asked if his jump 
from the Progressive party was due in 
any measure to a personal or politica! 
break with Col. Roosevelt. He was em- 
phatic in denial of any break and said 
that his relations with the Colonel are 
the same as they have been for several 
years. He told of lunching with Roose- 
velt twice recently and said that he his 
spoken with him over the long distance 
telephone several times recently. 

The last conversation by telephone 
that he recalled was the day before he 
made his announcement in caucus that 
he would join with the Republicans. 
He was unwilling to give any of the 
details of that conversation. — 


Illinois Was Stronghold. 
McCormick said that there is a strong 
feeling among all Progressives that bet- 
ter results for the nation can be se- 


Republican or Democratic party. He is 
of the opinion that the Progressives 
throughout the country believe that 
there is no Republican leader in sight 
who at the present time can successfully 
‘compete with Roosevelt and believes 
that a number of the standpat leaders 
who opposed the Colonel in 1912 will not 
present any opposition if the Colonel 
consents to be a candidate for the pres- 
idency again. 

In response to questions as to what 
might be the future action of the Pro- 
gressive organization throughout tho 
country, McCormick declined to make 
any comment. With the exception of 
California, Iilinois was considered about 
the strongest Progressive State and 
friends of McCormick and also of H. 8S.

Frank Craig of East St. Louis 
Planted. Neighbor’s Gift in 
Conservatory. 


“®rank Craig, assistant’ claim agent of 
the East St. Louis & Suburban rail- 
road, has long cherished an ambition 
to own a fine flower garden.  Bagerly 
and earnestly he studied the country life 
magazines and the authoritative works 
on gardening. When he, built his hand- 
some new home in Grandview, on the 
bluffs back of East -St., Louis, he 
erected also a fine conservatory in his 
yard. At last his ambition was about 
to be realized. 

Arthur Beckwith, his neighbor, has 
lived, in Grandview for several years. 
He had a beautiful flower garden, and 
also a conservatory. , 

“T want to see you get started off 
right,’’ Beckwith said to Craig two 
months ago. “I am therefore going 
to give you some of my rare, importe: 
seeds. 

Nothing Like Them in Country. 

“This package,’’ Beckwith said, hand. 
ipg it to Craig, ‘‘contains a few coveted 
seeds of the highly prized English 
chrysanthemum. Thése seeds produte 
the most remarkable big white and ye!- 
low ‘mums in the world. There is noth- 
ing like them in this country. 

“And these,’’ he said, handing him 
a second tiny package “are the seeds 
ef the real purple heather, importe.i 
from Scotland. 

“And the seeds in this third package 
are those of the lalopoleus—a rare deli- 
cate blue flower that grows on the 
banks of the bay of Naples. All the 
soft beauties of an Italian sunset are 
bottled up in the petals of these flow- 
ers.”’ ' 

Craig planted the seeds immediately in 
his conservatory. He put up a stove in 
the conservatory and burned 60 bushels 
of coal keeping it warm. 

“Flowers” Are Cockleburrs. 

Last week tiny green bulbs began ap- 
pearing in the conservatory. Craig was 
delighted. The seeds had germinated 
perfectly—there being a plant where 
he had placed every seed. He watered 
them carefully every day, and they grew 
rapidly. This morning he went to his 
conservatory to make a closer exam- 
ination of his rare plants. 

Then he discovered: 

That. his rare English chrysanthe- 
mums were cockleburrs—the common 
East St. Louis variety. é 
That his wonderful purple heather was 
wild onions. 

- That his Bay of Naples pale blue lalo- 
poleus was horseradish. 

Beckwith offered the explanation that

In the two years the bank has been 
in existence loans have been made to 
about 10,000 persons and the average 
amount borrowed by each person has 
been about the same as. during the past 
year. 
James Gay Butler, founder and presi- 
dent of the bank, said yesterday the 
smell percentage of loss on the unse- 
cured loans justified the faith in human- 
ity upon which the institution rests. A 
gratifying fact was that persons return- 
ing for a second loan borrowed smalier 
amounts than at first. The bank’s ex- 
perience, he said, had demonstrated 
that negroes ag well as white persons 

pay their unsecured loans. 


The bank charges 6 per cent interest, :

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Not more 
than 15 Out of every 1000 children from 
1@ to 14 years. of age in the United 
States are unable to read and write, ac- 


cording to statistics announced today 
by the Federal Bureau of Education. 
An analysis of the figures shows that 
in 1900 there were 42. out of every 1000 
children between the ages of 10 and 14 
who were illiterate. This number had 
been reduced to 22-in 1910 and to 15 in 
1914. 

“From the standpoint of proportional 
reduction of illiteracy,” the bureau says, 
“Oklahoma leads all states. In 1900 this 
State had 12 illiterate children of the 
ages named. In 1910 it had but 17. Del- 
aware had 20 in 1900 and but 4 in 1910. 
New Hampshire reduced its number 
from 4 in 1900 to 1 in 1910, New Jersey 
from 7. to 2 Missouri from 35 to 11. 
Montana and Oregon from 3 to 1, Ver- 
mont from 6 to 2, New Mexico from 
182 to 69 and Idaho frem 56 to 2.”
